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Capt. Edward Johnson came from Herne Hill, a parish in Kent in 
England, in the fleet with Governor Winthrop in 1630. Some years 
after, he was one of the Committee for erecting a new town, and 
Church, in the place, now called Woburn, before called Charlestown 
Village. In 1643, he went with Capt. Cook, and forty men to Rhode 
Island, to take Samuel Gorton who had become obnoxious to the 
Massachusetts Government. In the same year, he was chosen Rep- 
resentative, and was re-elected with but a single exception for 
twenty-eight years. He was speaker of the House, a short time in 
1655, and in the year 1665, he was appointed on the Committee, with 
Bradford, Danforth, and others, to meet the Commissioners Nichols, 
Carr, &c. who had been sent from England by Charles II. After the 
incorporation of Woburn, he was the Town Recorder, till about a year 
before his death; which was in 1672. 

He was the Author of a history of Massachusetts from 1628, to 
1652; interspersed with short pieces of poetry, and the whole written 
in the peculiar, quaint style, of the times. The work is entitled “a 
Ehstory of New England, from the English planting in 1628, till 1652; 
or Wonder-working ProvipENCE of Stons Saviour.” It was publish- 

n by Nath. Brooke, in 1654.

The Summer after the blazing Starre (whofe motion in the 
Heavens was from Eaj} to Wef?,poynting ont to the fons of men 
the progceffe of the glorious Gofpell of Chri, the glorious King 
of his Churches ) even about the yeare 1618, a little before the 
removeall of that Church of (rit from Holland to Plimoth in 


mortality among them, the greateft that ever the memory of Fa- 
ther to Sonne tooke notice of, chiefly defolating thofe places, 
where the Engh afterward planted the Country of Pockanoky, 
Agifawamg , sc was almolt wholy deferted, infomuch that the 
Neighbour Indians did abandon thofe places for feare of death, 
fleeing more Welt & by South, cbferving theEaftand by Northern 
parts were moft {mitten with this contagion, the Abarginny.men 
confifting of A¢attachefets Wippanaps and Tarratines were great. 
ly weakned, and more efpecially the three Kingdomes, or Sage 
camore {hips of the Adattachufets , who were before this mor- 
ealicy molt populous, having under them feven Dukedomes or 
petty Saggamores, and the Nianticks and NarroWwganffits, who 
before this ceme were but of little note, yet were they now not 
much increafed by fuch as fled thither for feare of death, the 
Peceds ( who retained the Name of a war-like people, till af. 


terwards corquered bythe Englifh ) were slfo {mitten at this - 


time. Their Difeafe being afore Confumption, fweeping away 
whole Families, but chiefly yong Men and Children, the very 
feeds of increafe,their Powwolves which are their Doors, work- 
ing partly by Charmes, and partly by Medicine, were much a- 
mazed to fee their Wigwams lie fullof dead Corpes, and chae 
now neither Squantam norethbamocho cou'd helpe,which are 
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their good and badGod.and alfo their Powmows themfelveswere 
_ oft {mitten with deaths ftroke, howling and much lamentation 
_ Was heard among the living, who being poffelt with great feare, 
oftimes 1. f cheir dead unburied, their manner bing fuch,thae 
they remove their habitations ac death of any,this-ereac mortali- 
_ fy being an un vonted thing, feare them the more, becanfe na: 
_ torally the Connery is very healthy. But by this meanes’ Chri 
( whofe great and glorious workes the Earth throughout are al. 
together for the benefit of his Churches and chofen) not onely 
‘Made roome for his people to plane. ; but alfo camed the 
hard and cruell hearts of thefe barbarous Indians, infomuch that 
halfe a handfull of his people landing nor long after in Péimoth- 
‘Plantation, found little refiftance, of whom the Author purpofes 
not to {psake particularly , being prevented by the honoured 
Me. Winflow, who was an eye-witnefie of the wortke: onely chus 
much by che way, they were fent to keepe pofleffiion for their 
Breshren and fellow Souldiers , who arrived eight yeares after 
-them,as in proceffe of this Lory will God-willing appzare: and 
verily herein they quit chemfelves like man, or rather Chrift for 
and by them, maintaining the place notwith (landing the multi- 
tude of difficulcies they met withall ac their ficit landing, being 
in doubrfull fafpence what intertainment thefé Barbarians would 
give them, having with prayer fupplicated the Lord in the Name 
_ of Chrilt their King and guide in this their undertaking, they 
* manned out a Boate to difcover what ftore of the Inhabitants 
were there, Now thefe men, whofe courage exceeded the num- 
ber,being guided by the provident hand of the moft high, landed 
in fome teverall places ; and by making fires gave fignes of their 
approach, now the Jndians, whole dwellings are moft neer oo 
water-ide,appeared with their Bowes bent and Arrowes one} 
the firing, lee fly cheir long fhifts among this little company, 
whom they might foon have inclofed , but the Lord otherwife 
difpofed of it, for one Captaine Aziles Standifh having his fowl- 
ing-peece in a reddinefle, prefented full ar them » his {hot being 
directed by the providen: Hand of che molt high God, ftrook 
the ftoutelt Sashems among them one the right Arma, it being 
bent. over. his fhoulder to reach an Arrow forth his Qhiver,as 
their manner is co draw them forth in fight ,'ac chis troke vii Bi 
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\.all Ged’ with great fwiftneffe through the Woods and Thickets, 


then the Engls/>, who more thirlted after their converfion than - 
deftruGtion, returned to their Bote without receiving any dam- 
age, and foon after arrived.where they left their Brethren, tg 
whom they declared the good hand of God toward them, with 
thankfull acknowledgement of this great worke of his in pre- 
ferving them ; Yet did they all remaine full of incumbred 
thoughts, the Zudians,of whofe multitudes they had now fome 
intelligence, together with experience of {pirits, and alfo knew 
well without commerce with chem chey were -not like long to

But hee, whofe worke they went about, wrouche fo rare a 
Providence for them, which cannot but be admired of all chat. 
heare it. Thus it befell as they were difcoa:fing in the Bote chey 
had built for fheleer, all of a fudden, an Indian-came ia among 
them , at whofe fpeech they were all agaft, he {peaking in the 
Englifh Language, Much welcome Englifomen, their wonder‘ was 
the grcater, becaufe upon thofe Coftes they fuppofed .no Exglie 
had fo much as fet foote, and verily Chrift had prepared him on 
purpofe to give his people intertainment, the Indian having li- 
ved in England two yeat or thereabout, after which he returned 
home, and at this time had wandred into thofe parts in compa- 
ny of other Jndians,all this,and the condition of the neere adjoy- 
ning Indians, hee foon difcovered unto them,at which they were 
tranfported beyond themfelves very much, what with joy and 
the mixture of their former feare and sffc&tion intervening with

~ theic owne food with Acorns, and that which added to their 


prefent diftracted thoughts, the Ditch betweene England and 
their now place of abode was fo wide, that they cculd not leap 
over with a lope-ftaffe, yet fome delighting their Eye with the 
rarity of things prefene, and feeding their fancies with new dif- 
coveries at the Springs approach, they made fhifeto rub our the 
Winters cold by the Fire-fide, having fucll enough growing at 
their very doores, turning down many a drop of the Bottell,and 
burning Tobacco with all the eafe they could, difcourfing be. 
tweene one while and another, of the great progreffe chey 
would make after the Summers-Sun had changed the Earths

he who put fuch trembling feare in the Affyriaws Army, Rruck 
the like in thefe crue!l Canziballs.In the Aztumne following , the 
| Indians, ho Wad all this time held good cortefpondency with the 

‘Englifh, 6 ginto quiitell with them about their bounds of Land, 
notwithftancing they ‘purchafed all chey had of them, but the 
Lord put-an end co this quarrell alfo, by {miting the Jndians with 
a fore D feafe, cven the {mall Pox ; of the which great numbers 
-ofchem died, yet thefe fervants of Chri minding ther Matters 
-bufinefle,were much moved in affection toward them to fee them 
~ depart this life without the knowledge of God in Chrift. And 
* “therefore were’ very frequent among them for all the noyfome- 
‘neff of their Difezfe, entring their Wigwams, and exhorting 
them in the Name of the Lord.

_ This year chefe fore- runners of the following.Army of Chrif, 
after the fight of many of the admirable AQ@s of his providence 
forthem , begunto take up fleddy refolution through the helpe 
of him to wade through the Ocean, they were farther like to 
meete withall, and therefore began to plant the yet uatilled 
Earth, having as yet no other meanes to teare up the buthy lands, 
but their hands. and howes, their bodies being in very ill cemper 
-by recfon of the Scurvy (a Difeafein thofe dayes very frequent ) 
to undergoe fuch extremity , but being prick’d on with hungers 
fharBegode, they keepe doing according to their weake abili- 
ties, and yet produce but little food for a long feafon,bur being 
perfwaded thac Chrilt will rather raine bread from Heaven, then 
his people fhonld want, being fully perfwaded, they were fee 
on the worke at his command. Wherefore they followed on

fold their poffeffions, and bovghe plenty of foode for the 
Voyage, which fome of chem fent before hand, by which meanes 
they were provided for, as alfo the Lord put icinto the hearts 
of fuchas were Malters, and Undertakers of Ships to fore théir 
Veflells fo well that they had to fpare for this peoples’ need, ‘and 
further Chrift canfed abundance of very good Fith to cometo 
their Nets and Hookes, and as for fuch as were unprovided wich 
thefe meanes , they caught them with their hands, and fo with 
Pith, wild Onions and other Herbs were fweetly fatisfied till 
other provfions came in, here mult fabouring men a little he 
minded, how ill they recompenced thofe perfons, whofe eftares 
helpe chem to food before they could reape any from the Earth, 
that forgetting thofe courtefies they foon by exceffive prifes took 
for their worke, made many File-leaders fall back tothe next 
Ranke,advancing themfelvesin the meanetime. About this time 
the Church of Chriltat Roxbeary, being a diligent. people, early 
prevented their Brethren in other Churches by calling the Re. 
verend Mr. melds to be their Paftor, of whom you may fee fome.

Here Reader chou muft be min- 
ded of an other admirable AG of Chrilt for this yeare, in chang- 
ing the very nature of the feafons, moderating the Winters cold 
of late very much, which fome impute to the cutting downe the 
woods, and breaking up the Land ; But Chrift have the praife of 
all his glorious A@s. About this time did the valiant in faith, 
and Reverend Paltor Mr. fobn Wilfon returne £0 England, and 
farely the power of Chrift hath notably appeared in this weake 
forry man. You muft needs fee the Author will flatter no mans 
yet will he not be wanting to tell the noble Aéts of Chrilt Jefus; 
in making men {trong for himfelfe , here ts one borne up in the 
armes of his mercy , often through the perillous Seas night and

agsine united in Church Covenant ) the Lord is now gathering 
together his Armies, and that your faith may be ftrengthened, 
you fhall Feele and heare the (hakings of the Earth by the mighe 
ofhis power: yea, the Sea alfo, to (hew he wiil ordaine Armies’ 
both by Sea and Land to make Badilon defolats ; Things thus 
concurring as an immediate aafwer of the Lord to his peoples 
prayers and endeavours, caufed fome ef this little handfull with 
refolute courage and boldneffe to returns againe to their native 
Land, that they might (the Lord accepting and affifting them 
in their endeavours ) be helpfull i advancing the Kingdome of 
Chrift, and cafting down every {trong houfe of finne and Satan. 
Ze matters not indced who be the inftraments, if with the eye of 
faith thefe that go forth to fight the Lords Bartailes, can “but fee 
and heare the Lord going out before them againft thtir enemics; 

Here are affiy 
redly evident fignes that the Bord Chrift is gone forth for his 
peoples deliverance, and now Frogs, Flies, Lice or Duft, (hall 
ferve to deliroy thofe wil! yet hold his people ‘in bondage, not:

A iisiene for the frontifpiece of their prefent diltrefle, name- 
sly the Indian war, they with much meekneffe and great de. 
liberation, wifety contrived how they might befthelpe their fel. 
Jow brethren ; hereupon they refolved to fend a folemne Em- 
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jdaffage to old Cannonicus , chiefe Sachem of che narrow Ganfet ~ 
Indians,who being then well ftricken in yeares hac cavfed his Ne- 


' phew AZiantinemo to take the Government upon kim, who was 


a very {terne man,and of a gceat Rature, of 2 cruell nature,can. 
fing all his Nobility and fuch as were his attendance to tremble 
at his fpeeck, the people under his Government were very nume- 
rous, befides the Niantick Indians, whofe Prince was of neare 
aliance unto-him; They were able to fet forth, as was then fup- 
pofed.zoooo,fighting men, the Engl fought by all meanesto 
kkeepe thefe ac leaft from confederating withthe Pequeas, and 
underftanding by intelligence, that the Peguets would fend to 
them for thaz end, endeavoured fo prevent them: Fic and able 
men being chofen by the Engli, they haft them to Cannonicis 
Court,which was about fourefcore milesfrom Boften, 

The indian King -hearing of their comming , gathered toge- 
ther his chinfe Counfellors,.and a.great number of his Subjefts to 


, give-them eutertainment, refolving es then thar.the young King 


faould ceceivetheir meflage, yet inhis hearing, they arriving, 
were entertain’d royally, with refpect to the Indian manner,

- young Sachem was indeed of a more lofty fpirie, which wrowphe ) 
his ruine, as you may heare, after the ‘deceale of the old Kings 
-Bue at this time his anfwer was, that-he did williagly embrace 
peace with the Englifh, confidering right well, thac alehouch 
their number was bat fallin comparifon of his people,and that 
they were but {trangers to the Woods, Swamps, and advantagi- 
ous places of this Wilderneffe , yet withall he knew the Englifh 
were advantaged by their weapons of War, and efpecially their 
Guns, which were of great terrortohis people, and alfohe had 
heard they came of a more populous Nation by far than all the 
Indians were, could they be joyn’dtogether. Alfo on the other 
hand, with mature deliberation, he was well advifed - of the Pes- 
quods cruell difpofition and aptnefe'to make War, 3s alfo theiz 
neere neighbourhood to his people, who though they. were 
‘more numerous, yet were they withall more effemiaate, and 
je fis able to defend themfelves from the fudden incurfions of the 
Peaguods, fhould they fall out with them. Hereupon hee demes 
it moft conducing to-his owne, and his ‘peoples fafety to dire 
‘his courfe ina middle way, holding amity with both. ‘The Eng. -— 
lip returne home, having gained the old Kings favour fo farré,as" 
rather co favour. them then the Pequods , who. perceiving their 
Neighbouring Exg/i> had fent forth aid to the Mattacufets 20+ 
vernment, thought it high time to feeke the winning alf the Ju 
dians they could on their fide, and among others they make their 
addrefle to old Cannonicus, who, infeed of taking part with 
them, labours all he can to hufh the War in hand, laying befote 
ithem the fad effects of War; fometimes preving {ad and mours- 
full tothe very Victors themfelves, but alwayesto the vanquith. 
ed, and withall cells taem what potent enemies they had-to eon- 
tend with, whofe very weaponsand Armor were matter of ter- 
ror, fetting their perfons a fide ; as alfothae Englith man was 
mo. much-hoggery yety and (therefore they might foone appeafe 
them, by delivering into their hands thofe perfons that had beene 
- ‘the death of any ofthem, which were much better than that the

o:, For the prefent the Peguods feemed to be inclinable to the old 
Sachinss counfell, but being returned home againe among their 
Wises ae rude 
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) rude multitude (the chief place of cowardly boalting) they foon - 
\ change their minde ; yet the old Sachin icnds the Exglifo word 
he had wronght with them, and in very decd, the Englifh had 
- rather make choice of Peace then Warre, provided ic may ltand 
with Truth and Righteoufnefle: and therefore fend forth a 
_band of Souldiers, who arriving in the Peaquod Country, ad- 
drefs themfelves to have a Treaty with them about delivering up 
the murtherers; they making thew of willlngneis fo to doe, 
bade them abide awhile and they wonld bring them , and in the 
mean time they were converfane among the Souidiers, and view- 
ing their Armie, pointed co divers places where they couid hie 
chem with their Arrowes for all their Corflets. But their grea- 
reft nnmber lying the while at che other fide of agreat hill, and 
. anon appearing on the cop of che hill, in fighe of the Englifh : 
chofe Indians that were among the Englifh withdrawing jto- 
ward them’) no fooner were chey come to their Companions, 
but all of a fuddaine they gave agreat fhouc, andfhewed the 
Englifh a fair pair of heeles, who fecing it, would not avatle any 
thing to follow them (they being farre fwifter of foot than the 
Englith) made their returne home sgaine. | 
~ This bootleffe voyage incouraged the Indians very much,who 
infuleed over them atthe fort, boafting of this their deluding 
them, and withall,chey blafphemed the Lord, faying, Eoglifh- 
mans God wasall one Flye, and that Englifh man was all one 
Sqawe, and themfelves all one Moor-hawks. Thus by their 
horrible pride they fitted themfelves for deftruRion. The En- 
glifh hearing this report, were now fu'l affured that the Lord 
would deliver them into their hands to execute his righteous 
jadgement upon thefe blafphemous murtherers ; and therefore 
raised fre(h Souldiers forthe warre, to the namber of fourfcore, |

with the help of Satan. But this was very remarkable, one 
of them being wounded to death, and thrutt thorow the neck 
with a halbert; yet after all, lying groaning upon the 
_ ground, he caught the halberts fpearein his hand, and wound it 
quite round. . After the Englifh were thus poflefled of this 
firlt vidory, they fent their prifoners to the pinnaces, and 
profecute the warre in hand,tothe next Battalia of the In- 
_ dians, which Jay on ahill about two miles diftant, and indeed 
‘their Routelt Souldiers were at this place, aod not yet come 
to the fort; the Englifh being weary with their night worke, 
and wanting fuch refrething as the prefent worke required, 
began-co grow faint, yet having obtained one victory, they 
- were very deficous of another: and further, they knew tighe. 


well, till this cucfed crew were utterly rooted out, they 


fisculd never be at peace; therefore they marched on toward 
them, Now afluredly, had the Iodians knowne how much 
weakned: our Souldiers were at prefent, they might have born 
chem downe with their multicude, they bsing very {rong 
and agile of body, had they come to handy-gripes ; but the 
“Lord (who would have his people know their work was his, and 
he onely mutt order their Counfels,and war like work for them) 
did bring them timely fupply from the veflels, and. alfo gave 
them a fecond vitory, whercin chey flzw many more of their e- 
~ memics, the refidue flying into a very thick {wamp, being unac- 
-ceffible, by reafon of the boggy holes of water, and thick buthes; 
the Englith drawthg up their company beleagered the fwamp, 
and the Indians in the mean time skulking up and down, and as

thereof, .which-canfed them to make way. for the pawlage

though many got away, yet were they no fuch confiderable num. hs 
ber asever to raife warre any more ; the {laine or wounded of 

the Englith were (through the mercy of Chrift) but a few : One 
of them being fhot through the body, aeere about the breaft, rez 
garding itnoe cill ofa long time after, which caufed the blond | 

to dry and thicken on citheir end of the arrow ‘fothac it could 

not be drawne forth his body without great difficulty and much 
paine, yet did he fcape his life, and the wound healed, Thus the 
Lord was pleafed to affift his people in this warre.and deliver .

Souldiers lingering behinde their fellowes, two Indians watchihg 
their opportunity, much like a huogry hauke, when they fup. 
pofed the laft’ man was come up, who keptadouble double 
double diftange in his march; they fudden and fwiftly fnatcheg- 
him up in their tallens, hoifing him upon their fhoulders,ran into. | 
the fwamp with him ; the Souldier unwilling to be made a Pops 

by being borne on mens fhoulders, Rrove with them all he cunid 

to free himiclfe from their hands; but, like a carefull Comman. / 
der, one Captaine Davenport, then Lieutenant of this company, 
being diligent in his place to bring up the reare, coming up 
with them, followed with fpeed into the fwam p after him, havir 
avery fcvere cutlace tyed to his wrilt, and” being wellable to 
taake tt bite fore when he fet it on, refolving to make it fall foul 

on the Indians bones, he foone overtook them, but was preven- 

ted by the bickler they held up from hiteing them, which was 

the man they had taken: It Was matter of much wonder to fee 
with what dexterity they hurled the poore Souldier about, as if 
they had been handling a Lacedemenian thicld,fo that the nimble 
Captaine Davenport could not, of a long time, faften one Rtroke 

Upon them; yet, at laft,dying their tawny-skin into a crimfon cO- - 

Jour, they caftdowne their prey, and halted thorow the thice 
‘kets for their lives. The Souidier thus redeemed, “had no fiuch 
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fhard ufage, but that he is alive, as I fuppofe, at this very day: 
| The Lord in mercy toward his poore Churches having thus de- 
firoyed thefe blondy barbarous Indians, he returnes his people 
in fafety to cheir veffels, where they take account of their prifo- 
ners: the Sgzawes and fome young youths they brought home 
with them,and finding the men to be deeply guilty of che crimes 
they undertooke the warre for, they brought away oncly their 
heads as a coken of their vitory. By this means the Lord {trook

~ mercy, in overthrowing the Indians, and bani(hing of certaine 
turbulent fpirits. The Churches of Chrift were much edified in 
_their pe faith by their indefatigable pains of their Minifters,in 
thesSveekly Lectures extraordinary,as well as by their Sabboth- 
Ademblie’, and continual vifiting of their people from houfe to

-ceivers had made, with double diligence fhowring' downe the

epLisyeare, the firk day ofthe Fourth Month; about two of 
fh cheelock inthe after-noone, the Lord causds great and 
eerrible Earth-quake, which was.generall chroughout all the 


Eoglith Plantations ; the motion of the Earth was fuch, chat ig 
caufed divers men (that had neverknowne an Earth. quake be- 
fore) pees, worke in the Fieldsto caft downe their working- 

goles, and Yun with gaftly cerrified lookes, to the next come 
pany they could meet withall; it came fromthe Wefterne and 
uninhabited parts of this Wildecneffe, and went the dire?

Peirfon, who continued with them about 7, or 8.yeares, and 
then he, with the greateft number of the people,removed farther 
into the Ifland; the other part chat remained invited Mr. Foor- 
dum, and a people that were with him, to come and joyne with 
them, who accordingly did, being wandered as far as the Dutch 
plantation, and there unfettled, although he came into che Coun= 
erybefore them. 

‘This yeare the Town and Church of Cheift at Sudbury began 
to have the firft foundation ftones laid, taking up her {lation in 
the Inland Country, as her elder Sifter Concord had formerly 


done;lying farther up the fame River, being furnifhed with great 


plenty of frefh marth, but it lying very low is much indamma- 


ged with land-flouds, inforaueh that when the fummer proves 


wet,they lof part of rheir hay; yet are they fo fufficiently pres 
vided,that they take in Cattell of other Townes to winter : thefe

_mea for the moft part are very modeft, although they goas naked 
as the Men : they are generally yery laborious at their planting 
time, and the Men extraordinary idle, making their {quawes 
tocarry their Children and the luogage befide, fe that ma ny times 
they rravell eight or ten mile with a burden on their backs,more fi:~ 
ter fora horfe to carry thena woman. The men follow no kind of 
labour but hunting, fifhiag and fowling, in all which they make 
ule of their Bowe and Arrowes ta fhoot the wilde creatures of the 
Trees , as Squirrells , gray and black Rockoones : as for Deer, 
they ordimarily catch them in traps, witha pole bent down, and a 
Cord at the end, which flyes up and ffayes their hafty ceurfe. 
Bewer, Otter, and Adoofe theycatch with Traps alfo: they are 
very good rearks-men, with their Bowe and Arrows. Their Boyes 
will ordinarily fhoot fifh with their Arrowes as they {wim in the 
fhallow Rivers, they draw the Arrow halfe way. putting the 
point of it into the water,, they Jet flye and {trike the fifa threugh ; 
the like they do to Birds leffer and great : onely the Geefe and 
Turkies being ftrong of wing, fomacimes flee away with their. 
Arrowes fticking in them ; this 1s all the trade they ule, whick 
makes them deftiture of many neceffaries, both in macat, drink, ap< 
parell and houtfes. | | 

As for any religious obfervation, they were the moft deftitute 
of any people yet heard of, the Divel having thems in yery great 
fubjeCtion , not ufing craft to delude thema, as he ordinarily doth 
in moft parts of the World : but kept them ia a continuall flavith 
fear of him : onely the Powawes, who are more converfant with 
his, then any other, fometimes recover their ficke folk with 
charmes , which they ufe, by the help of the Divell ; and this 
makes them toadore fich ; one of them was feen as is reported 
to cure a Squaw thac was dangeroufly fick, by taking a {nakes 
skin and winding it about her arm the which foon became a living 
fnake crawling round about her armes and body ; another caufed 
the fick patient, for healing, to pafs bare footed through many 
burning coals ; thofe hac cannot cure them, they call Squantams 


powwons : but if the patient live, he is had in great admiration,

Ic hath beea a thing very frequent, before the Englifh — 
came, forthe Divell to appear unto them ina bodily fhape, fome-. 
times very ugly and terrible, and fomerimes like a white boy, 
_ and chiefly in the moft hideous woods and {wamps : they report 
that fometimes he hathccme into their wigwams , and carryed 
away divers of them alive + and fince we came hither, they tell 
us ofa very terrible beaft for fhipe aad bignefS, that came into 
a wigwama toward the North-ealt parts, remote from any Englith 
plantations, and took away fix men ata time, who were never 
feen afterward. The Englifls at their firft coming did affay.and 
eadeavour to bring them to the knowledge of God : and in par- 
ticular the reverend, grave,and godly Mr. Johx Wi//ox, who yifited 
their fick , and inflru&ted others as they were capable ro under- 
Rand him. But yet very little was done that way , till in procefs 
of time they by continuall coming to the Engiifa , became bet- 
ter able to underftand them ; and now of late yeers the reverend 
I Mt. Eliot hatk been more then ordinary laborious to ftudy their 
| ‘Afo MyWil- language, inftructing them in their own Wigwams, and Cas 
liam Leveriry techifing theif Children. As alfothe reyeread Mr. ALayhewe, one 
Patior of who was tutored upin AY, Eng. and called to office by the Church

with their defires , who were yery ftudious to take all opportu- 
nities for inlarging the kingdome of Chrift : and upon ferious coa- 
fideration, the reverend Mr. Knowls of Watertowne, and Mr. 
Tompfow of Braintree were feat unto them, who ariving there 
in fafety, preached openly unto the people for {ome good {pace of 
time, and alfo from houfe to houfe exhorted the people dayly, 
that with full purpofe of heart they would cleave unto the Lord ; 
the harvelt they had was plentifull for the little {pace of time they 
were there, till being oppofed by the Governour and fome other 
malignant fpirits, they were forced to returne to NV. E; again. 
It were much to be defired, thar all people would take notice of 
the hand of God againft this people , after the rejection of 
thefe Minifters of Chrift : and indeed it was nene other but the 
thrufting Chrift frem them ; and now attend to the following 
ftory , all you Cavaliers and malignant party the world chrough- 
our, take notice of the wonderworking providence of Chrift 
foward his Churches, and punifhing hand of his toward the 
Fontemners of his Gofpel. Behold ye difpifers, and wonders

The manner of the [udians procceding was 
thus , they divided themfelves into feverall companies, and befet 
the Englifh houfes a little before break of day, waiting for the 
firft perfon that fhould open the doore and come forth, whom 
they cruelly murdered, beating cut their brains , and then forth- 
wich eatred the houfe and flew all they found within, femetimes fi- 
sing the houfes,and leaving the living children miferably to be con- 


fumed with their dead Parents in the fearfull Aames ; fome peo. © 


ple ficeing from this barbarous maflacre, as they paffed by a 
fired houle, heard a pitifull out-cry of a poor Child, crying, I 
burn, I burn : alchough they could williagly haye made hafte a- 
way, yet the maiferable cut-cry of this poor babe, caufed them to 
haft to the houfe , and refcue it forth the flames, that was even al- 
moft ready to feorch st : this cruell and bloody work of theirs

who had not long before a plentifull proffer of the mercies of

welcomed by their brethren, who abundantly blefled the Lord

and laboured for the finding ic out , and that holy man of God 


Mr. Jobs Cotton , among many other, hath diligently fearched 
for che Lords mind herein, and hath declared fome fudden blow ~ 


to be given to this blood-thirfty monfter : but the Lord Chrift 
hath unfeparably joyned the time, meanes, and manner of this 
work together, and therefore all men that expect the day, muft 
attend the means: for fuch hath been and is the abfurdity of 
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mary, that they make femblance ofa very Zealous afteRiog

the glorious work of our Lord Chriftherein, and yct themilélyes: 
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fons, whofe confciences and their dwn felf-will are unfeparable 
companions; thefe are very hot in their own apprehenfions to 
profecute the work ; but in the mean time, they not only batrer 
down tletruths of Chrift, and his own Ordinances and Infticuti- 
ons ; but alfo fet up that part of Antichrifts kingdom, which 
hath formerly had a creat blow already , even his deceiveable 
and damnable doctrines: for as one badg of the beaft is to be full 
of blafphemies, fo are they, and thefe cake unto themfelves feven 
fpirits worfe then the former , making the latte: end worfe then 
the beginning, as this fory may teftifie : and fome {tories in our 
native country much more. But to come to the time of Anti-

forth and fight: whocanexpedt a viGtory without a bazel ? che 
lordly Prelates that boafted fo much of thefe great atcheive- 
ments in this work, are fled into holes and corners : Famsilefts, 
Seekers, Antinomiaus and Anabaptiffs , they are fo illarmed, 
that they think it belt fleeping in a whole skin , fearing that if the 
day of battell once goon, they fhall fall among Antichrifts Ar- 
mies : aad therefore cry. out like cowards, If you will letme 
alone, and-Iwill let you alone : bur affuredly the Lord Chrift 
hath faid , He that t not with ss, is again{? us : there is no 
room in his Army for toleratorifts. But fome will fay, We 
will never believe the day is come, till our eyes behold Balylom be- 
girt with Souldiers. I pray be not too hafly ; bath not the Lord

Asic was aeceffary that there fhould bea AZofes and Aaron, 
before che Lord wou!d'deliver his people and deftroy Pharaoh, left 
they fhould be wildred indeed in the Wildernefs ; fo now it 
was needfull, that the Chutches of -Chrift fhould firft obtain 
their purity ,~ and the civill government its power to defend chen, 
before Antichtift’ come to his finall raine + and becaule you fhail 
be fire the day is come indeed, beheld the Lord Caritt met-

fhalling of his invincible Army tothe battell : fome fuppofe this 
onely to be myfticall, and not literall at all : affuredly the fpiri-
